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Tue Caucuses. A caucus of the republican 
citizens of Boston was held at the U. S. Court 


organized in the usual form. Mr. Clough rose 
to make.a motion. He observed, that the mid- 
dling interest had assisted the republicans last 
spring in getting some of their candidates into 
the Legislature of Massachusetts, and he 
thought it was no more than fair that they 
should now assist the middling interest to get 
their candidate into Congress. He therefore 
moved that the meeting should adjourn, for the 
purpose of attending the middling interest cau- 
cus at the state-house. Before the metion was 
put from the chair, some resolutions were of- 
fered and adopted, stating the necessity of 
sending to Congress a practical merchant, and 
recommending Mr. Putiam as the most suitable 
candidate. Mr. Clough’s motion was then put 
and carried. | 

The middling interest caucus was held in the 
lower hall of the state-house, and, we are teld, 
was numerously attended.

Not having been present, 
we are unable to present to our readers any 
eketches of the debate. ’We are to'd that Mr. 
Sullivan informed the meeting, that he had 
brought Mr. Webster to this town and given 
him his business ; on which it was remarked 
by an auditor that Mr. S. certainly deserved a 
vote of thanks for conferring so great a benefit 
on the city. 

A third caucus was held at Faneuil Hall, con- 
sisting of the electors favourable to the elec- 
tion of Mr. Webster.

—-that, as a friend, a counsellor, and a states- 
man, his “* whole course of life” had been fair, 
candid, honourable, liberal, kind, and patrictic. 
He related some instances of Mr. Webster's 





liberality and disinterestedness a3a professiena! 
man, and alluded to the trial of the Kennistons, | 
some years ago, in Essex, for the alleged rob- | 
bery cf Major Goodridge—that, satistied of the 
injustice of the accusation, he volunteered his |

NATURAL WONDERS, 

It is very surprising, that two of the grerfesi 
natural curio-ities in tne worid, are within the 
United States, and yet scarceiy known to the 
best informed of our geographers and natural- 
ists. The one is a beaatiul water fall, in 
Franklin county, Georgia ; the other a stupend- 
ous precipice in Pendicton district, South Car- 
olina ; they are both faintly meaticned in tae 
late edition of Morse’s geography, but not as 
they merit. ‘The Tuccoa tatiis much higher 
thin the fails of Niagara. ‘The columa of wa- 
ter is propelled beautituily over a perpenuice- 
lar rock, and when the stream is full, it passes 
down the steep without being broken. All the 
prismatic effect, seen at Niagara, illustrates the 
‘spray of ‘Tuccoa. ; 

Vhe Tabie Mountain in Pendicton district, 
Souih Carolina, is an awful precipice of Suv 
fect. Many persons reside wilhin tive, seven, 
or ten miles of this grand spectacle, who have 
never had curiosity or taste enough to visit it. 
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| MISCELLANIES. . { gallant Col. Miller. Their battery was several 
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times taken and retaken, during the battle, 
which continued until near midnight ; and in 
their charges the baycnets repeatedly met be- 
fore the lines fired ; and a great number of 
men were bayoneted at the field pieces ; 
which finally remained undisputed in the hands 
of the Americans ; who were, however, un- 
able to remove them from the field, in conse- 
quence of the loss of all the horses, and the 
excessive fatigue of the troops. 
On the morning after the battle the Ameri- 
can army retreated towards Erie, and having 
no carriages, were obliged to Icave their 
wounded and dead to the care of the enemy. 
To the wounded we are willing to believe the 
necessary attention was paid ; but in disposing 
of the dead a more expeditious method than 
usual was adopted. The bodies were stripped 
and dragged together into an immense pile, in- 
termixed and covered with dry fence rails, and 
set on fire. which soon reduced them to a heap 
of ashes. To this mode of funeral no objec- 
tion is made, as the hot weather and the situa- 
tion of the army would not admit of any other. 
But, will it be credited, that among a Christian 
people, this pile of haman bones and ashes 
shonil remain uncovered until the present 
time ? and such, we are assured, is the fact. 
Col. Robert Carr, of Philadelphia, passing near 
that place a few days since, visited the field ot 
battle, and observed a number of hogs turning 
up the loose ashes and bones, on the apot 
where the tield pieces had so gallantly been 
won: on enquiry, be learned trom a person 
who keeps a school a few rods from the place, 
and was himself wounded in the battle, that 
the dead bodies ef the soldiers were burned on 
this very spot, and that they had never been 
covered. He belonged to the English ariny, 
aud stated that their own dead were collected 
and buried, and that the Americans only were 
burnt ; and that it was said at the time, that it 
was in retaliation for similar conduct of the 
Amezicans at Chippewa. On being asked what 
hecame of the bodies of the officers, he poiat- 
ed to a place where they were interred, but 
observed thata number of them must have 
been burned, 2s they had been stripped during 
the night and very carly in the morning, aud 
could not be distinguished from their men. 
Col. Carr employed a number of school boya, 
by permission of the teacher, to collect a quan- 
tity of stones lying near the place, and cever-
